The convention, by a vote of 565% 
to 491%, voted that no state delega­ 
tion should be bound by unit control 
except In such cases where a state 
law- was mandatory on the subject. 
Wilson supporters in the conven­ 
tion, who earlier had carried on a 
demonstration lasting thirty-three min­ 
utes. regarded the vote as distinctly 
favoring their candidate.

Baltimore, June 27.— Completing its 
work shortly after the national con 
rention reassembled the credentials 
committee agreed to endorse the find­ 
ings of the Democratic national com­ 
mittee in all contested delegate cases 
except those from South Dakota and 
the District of Columbia. 
In both 
these cases the Clark forces succeed­ 
ed in seating their instructed dele­ 
gates. 
Two minority reports were decided 
upon. 
In the Illinois contest, where 
the Roger C. Sullivan delegates were 
seated 40 to IO, Harry T. Creswell, 
the California member, reserved the 
right to present a minority report in 
favor of the Carter H. Harrison fac­ 
tion. 
In the South Dakota contest, where 
the findings of the national committee 
arere reversed, 28 to 23, P. H. Martin 
of Wisconsin asked all of those voting 
for the losing Wilson delegates to join 
him in a report that would carry the 
fight to the floor of the convention. 
In the three cornered District of Co­ 
lumbia contest the uninstructed dele­ 
gation, headed by National Committee­ 
man Newman, which had been recog­
